• WASHINGTON—Good books in every Louisiana bayou • . » at 
every mountain hut in North Carolina , , . at the country crossroads 
in every state! 
That is the aim of a bill now pending congressional action. The 
proponents of the bill, the American Library association, hope the 
day will soon come when "book-mobiles” (or trucks, planes or boats) 
will carry Shakespeare to every one of the 
35 million rural people 
isolated from a library. 
If the bill passes, each of the 48 states would immediately receive 
125,000 to spend on a campaign to reduce the 
number of ill-read persona within the state bor­ 
ders. More than 525,000, and up to $75,000, 
can 
be secured on an eq ual matching basis 
"It is amazing 
how many people in these 
United States, a country of literacy and 
free 
public schools, actually do not know what a 
book 
Is,” reveals 
Paul 
Howard, 
Washington 
spokesman for the American Library association. 
Take Texas, for instance. More than half that 
largest of states, with a population of six million 
people, has no available library service. 
Pennsylvania 
is second, with 3,500,000 persons 
without easy-to-reach facilities, although one of 
the first libraries in tile country was founded in 
Pennsylvania by Benjamin Franklin 
Woshinglon 
Even in a top-ranking library state such as Michigan, y,aei* 


libraries or library units are numerous, the entire upper peninsula 
is sparsely serviced. 
Here is the way the bill would work for all the states: 
A state’s library association would be given 
a federal grant of 
$25,000 for a year’s work. Any amount extra the state could m uster 
up would be matched dollar for dollar by the federal treasury. The 
limit out of Uncle Sam’s pocket 
would be $75,000. 
But lf the state 
made maximum use of the proposal it 
would be $175,000 and the 
minimum would be $25,000. 
The program would be of five years’ duration. 
"If the people in the rural areas are exposed to library service 
as long 
as five years, I have no fear about the continuing of the 
program. I know it will arouse enough interest th at state legisla­ 
tures will take over the financing of such 
a library service,” Howard 
said. 
Carefully, the ALA has sidestepped any effort toward regimenta­ 
tion of this educational venture, knowing how jealously the states 
cling to state control of education. What method 
the state uses rn 
bringing more books to more 
people is up to the state officials. 
In Texas, where distances are so great and air travel extensive, 
planes may be converted 
into libraries-with-wings, roving across the 
wide west prairies from one ranch community to 
poth e r.

In Louisiana, boats would probably be the only 
way to haul library units beck through the swamps

In Michigan, automobiles with runners for wheels 
may be the only way to get the books across the frozen straits of 
Mackinaw in winter.

# WASHINGTON—Good books In every Louisians bayou « $ . st 
every mountain but in North Carolina . , . at the country crossroads 
In every state! 
That is the aim of a bill now pending congressional action. The 
proponents of the bill, the American Library association, hope the 
day will soon come 
when “book-mobiles” (or trucks, planes or boats) 
will carry Shakespeare to every one of the 35 million rural people 
isolated from s library, 
If the bill p sees, each of Lie IS states would immediately recane 
325,000 to spend on a campaign to reduce the 
number of ill-read persons within the state bor­ 
ders. More than $25,000, end up to $75,000, can 
be secured on an equal matching basis 
“It is amazing how many people in these 
United States, a country of literacy and free 
public * hoola, actually do not know what rn 
book 
is ,’ reveals 
Paul 
Howard, 
Washington 
spokesman to r the American Library association. 
Take Texas, for instance. More than half that 
largest of states, with a population of six million 
people, has no available library service. 
Pennsylvania is second, with 3,500,000 persons 
without 7 a fry-to-re a ch facilities, although one of 
the first libraries in the country was founded in 
Pennsylvania by Benjamin Franklin.

libraries or library units are numerous, the entire upper peninsula 
is sparsely serviced. 
Her# is the way the bill would work for ail the etates; 
A state’s library association would be given a federal grant of 
$25,000 for a year * work. Any amount extra the state could muster 
up would be matched dollar for dollar by the federal treasury. The 
limit out of Uncle Sam’s pocket would be $75,000. But lf the state 
made maximum use of the proposal it would be $175,000 and the 
minimum would be $25,000. 
The program would be of five years* duration. 
"If the people in the rural areas are exposed to library service 
as long ss five years, I have no fear about the continuing of the 
program. I know It will arouse enough interest that etate legisla­ 
tures will take over the financing of such a library service," Howard 
said. 
Carefully, the ALA ha* sidestepped any effort toward regim enta­ 
tion of this educational venture, knowing how jealously the states 
cling to state control of education. What method the state uses in 
bringing more books to more people is up to the state officials. 
In Texas, where distances are so great and air travel extensive, 
planes may be converted into libraries-with-wings, roving acroes the 
wide west prairies from one ranch community to 
pother.

In Louisiana, boats would probably be the only

way to haul library units back through the swamps 
A,rp an# 
to the trappers* villages. 
And Sled 
In Michigan, automobiles with runners for wheels 
may be the only way to get the books across the frosen straits of 
Mackinaw in winter. 
This quest to bring literature to the stranded American ta not a 
new dream. Librarians for years have been thinking on these tern*a 
But funds were not available. Now there s a program and the men 
in Congress serving on the House committee on education and labor 
are talking senousiy and favorably about its merit*. Hearings 
will 
start in May.
